New Mexican Matters,

General Saxton. 

Among the recent nominations by the Pres- 
ident, in that of Captain Rufus Saxton as 
Brigadier General of Volunteers. 

Gen. Saxton is a native of Deerfield, Mass., 
and graduated at West Point in 1842 He 
entered the artillery, and after two or three 
years’ service, commanded one of the expedi- 
tions across the Rocky Mountains, connected 
with the P Railroad surveys. He was 
for several years connected with the Coast 
Survey Department at Washington, and was 
instructor in artillery at West Point, until 
about the time of the breaking out of the 
rebellion. 

Gen. Saxton was with Gen. Lyon at St. 
Leuis, at the taking of the Camp Jackson 
forces, and was conspicuous in the fight which 
took place in the streets. He was offered the 
command of a Missouri regiment, and subse- 
quently of a Massachusetts regiment. He was 
Quartermaster-in-Clief of the Port Royal ex- 
pedition, and greatly distinguished himeelf by 
his vigorous and upright admisistration of 

Gen. Saxton is an accomplished and resolute 
officer, of the best Massachusetts blood, and 
his. nomination is one of the best that has becn 
made.
